state, has seriously embarrassed lo- 
cal government.

tions, remain unpaid at this time: and 
are in litigation. These conditions 
made it necessary to levy 123 per cent 
of the amount which otherwis* would 
be levied. 
In time of course

these real propc-rty taxes are paid, it 
will mean a reduction in 
taxation 


some time in the future. 
Experience 


has taught that there is always a loss 
in the collection of taxes which ap- 
proximate 10 per cent. 


Educational Cost

Bishop Kenny died in October 1913, 


and on April 3, 1914, Pope Plus X 
named the joung priest as 'Bishtop ot

He was then just ten 


years a priest, and thirty-four years 
and six months old—one of the young- 
est men who had ever held so import- 
ant a post in the church. He was con- 
secrated In the old Cathedral of St 
Augustine lune 30 by Bishiop Keiley 
of Savannah 


The seven years ot bis episcopate 


have been busy ones. He has caused 
to be erected at least 36 new churches 


Just a few weeks ago he was en- 


thusiastic in his great work "Ail over 
the state theru is a steady stream ot 
converts coming into the fold There 
never was a finer spirit among 
the 


Catholic people since the day when 
the intrepid Pedro Mene-ndez kneeled 
at the first mass offeree! on the site 
of St Augustine Twent} years from 
now will see the diocese of Florida 
one of the finest in the Southland." 


His creed as he summed it up in a 


recent 
conversation 
is- just three 


words—"God and country," and he 
boasts of his pride in his citizenship 
in the America of today.
